Inventor Was Announced—Prediction* 
Blade by Chancellor IJvlng*ton. 


Helen Evertson Smith, in The Cen- 


tury, has a paper on "A Group of Amer- 
ioau GivJs Early In tho Century," which 
Rives, pleasant glimpses of Chancellor 
Livingston imcl Bobvi't Fulton. 
The 


clwncellor Jnvitert several of his fair 
consins*to inako a trip from New York 
to his homo at Clermont in a new boat. 
Miss Smith says: 


Tho'"new boat" of tho latter was the 


now celebrated Olertnpnt, the steamboat 
of Robert Fulton, which in August, 
1807, made the first successful, steam 
voyage up the astouishecl Hudson and 
demonstrated to the v.'orld that a new 
force had been discovered by which old 
methods in nearly all lines were to he 
revolutionized. 


Very likely, with all their loving 


confidence in'the wisdom of the chnn-^ 
oelior, tho sisters embarked with some 
distrust of his new" boat's making good 
ita promise to get tbom homa in. loss 
than three days, oven if both wind' and 
tide should prove unfavorable, but they 
were not afraid of anything worso tlian 
delay, though most of their friends 
fotu'orl for them. During the nine years 
that liacl passed since "Robert It. Liv- 
ingslo:i anil Robert Fulton had first so- 
cured tho concession to navigalo the 
waters in Now York state for 80 'yearn,'. 
providing .thoy should build a boat qf 
uofc less than 20 tons, that would go not 
less thau fonr miles an hour agaiiist 
wind and tide," the subject h:ul beeri so.

DECISION. 


At the general election in Waehoe 


county in 1896 the contestant and con- 
teatee/were respectively the Silver and 
Republican candidates for the office of 
Public Administrator. . By the official 
canvass Updike received 695 votes and 
Peers 696 votes. 
By the count hud on 


the trial of this contest, and not count- 
ing Brown's precinct, Updike received 
662 votes and Peers 665 votes. The 
vote of BroW's precinct is 30 for Up-1 


dike and 19 for Peers. H that precinct 
is counted Updike will have a majority 
of 8, if it is thrown out Peers has a 
majority of 3.

what they think the law should be, 
rather than the statute books to ascer- 
tain what the law is. An election so 
held, no matter bow much it may pre- 
serve of the forms and methods of tbe 
law is without the^spirit and substance 
of it, and, in fact, is no election. Courts 
are very reluctant to reject tbe entire 
vote of any precinct. They will not do 
so where the irregularities relate to the 
formal part of the proceedings and do 
not affect the vote or return. Brit 
when there has been a plain violation 
of the law in matters vitally essential 
to the secrecy and purity of the ballot, 
courts are not only justified but every 
canon of construction and rule of 
public policy demand that the vote be

Election to that effect, it is perfectly 
plain that they agreed that no sample 
>allots should be taken into the booths 
by voters; and that tbe deputy con- 
stable, who was present and acting as a 
peace officer, 
understood 
that the 


Election Board had made snob an 
order, and enforced it. It further ap- 
pears tbut on these separate occasions 
his-offlcei, or a membpr of the Eleo- 
,ion Board, went into a booth while a 
oter was preparing his ballot therei^ 
and took the sample ballot from the 
booth.'or demanded it of the voter, and 
informed the voter that he could tiot 
"use a sample ballot in preparing his 
official ballot, and the officer in one in- 
tance after looking into the booth and 


demanding of the voter therein his 
sample ballot, stood near the booth, 
prevented the voter from 
using a 


sample ballot, timed the voter, who 
without a sample ballot was unable to 
prepare his official ballot, and caused 
the voter to vacate the booth when the 
time allowed for preparing bis ballot 
had expired. 


The evidence furtHer shows that the 


voters so interfered with were Italians, 
unable to read the English language, 
and unable to mark their ballots with- 
out the aid of a sample ballot; that 
some of them bad sample ballots which 
had been marked for them by a friend; 
that with such ballots they could pre- 
pare their official ballot, and that they 
did not know who were the candidates 
for Public Administrator. * * * 


Is an election held under such cir- 


cumstances to be upheld? 


There can be up doubt that the chief 


aim and purpose of the Australian 
Ballot law is to preserve tbe secrecy of 
the ballot. It was enacted to protect 
tbe voter from intimidation and un- 
lawful influences in the free exercise of 
the electoral franchise. This is mani- 
fest from every provision of the act 
and has been amply demonstrated by 
judicial decisions and the history of 
ballot reform. Tins setrecj m mark- 
ing the ballot aud absolute freedom 
from inlluence, inspection or intimi- 
dation while maiking it, are the very 
essence of the law. Unless these pro 
visions are strictly enforcod a breach is 
made which will aiford an easy method 
of circumventing uad defeating the 
beniflcent objects of the act. If an 
election officer may enter a booth to 
ascertain if a sample ballot is being 
used, every voter is subject to an in 
trusion and inspection absolutely in 
consistent with a secret ballot. If tbe 
provisions of the act with respect to 
the immunity fiom inspection while in 
the booth, those wholesome regulations 
by which noue but voters engaged in 
receiving, preparing or depositing their 
ballots shall be within the guard rail 
while the polls are open, can be so 
flagrantly ignored as they were in this 
instancp and the election upheld, it is 
difficult to understand what part of the 
act may not be disregarded with im- 
punity. 


It is true that, by authority of the 


Board of Election, persons other than 
voters engaged in voting may enter 
within the gu»rd rail. But the only 
purpose for which this can be done is 
•'keeping order and enforcing the law.' 
There is no pretense of any disorder 
within the booths or guard iail during 
this election. 
What law was being 


violated, tbe enforcement of which re 
quired an officer to enter either the 
booth or guard rail ? The law author- 
izes the making and distributing 
sample ballots. The voter may lawfully 
demand a sample ballot on election day 


entirely thrown out, irrespective of the 
effect upon the general result or dis- 
franohisement of individual voters. 
Tbe possible consequences of tolerat- 
ing or upholding a> vicious precedent 
are of far greater moment, as imperiling 
permanently the right of suffrage, than 
any temporary disfranchisement vhich 
may result from rejecting a single 
precinct because not 
given under 


the safeguards and security which the 
law guarantees. 


For these reasons the vote fiom 


Brown's precinct is wholly excluded 
from this count and janvass, and it fol- 
lows that the contestee, Peers, received 
be highest number of legal votes for 
he office of Public Administrator and 
was elected thereto. 


Let judgment be entered in favor of 


contestee and for his costs.
